1!U7.- It 
may be contrary to your custom to 
print matter of this sort, but if so 
I can only pray you to make an 
exception, and assure you that in 
doing so you will ibe performing a 
very freat charity toward the mis- 
sion ot Ha-Ohow. Ha-Chbw, whence 
I write. Is a big city fonning the 
center of an extensive parish in 
the diocese of Che-Klang West, 
Caina — a diocese in the hands of 
the Vlncentian Fathers under 
Bishop Faveau, C. M. This parish 
covers many hundred square miles 
o{ terltory, having district chapels 
1 0 miles from t)ie city of Ha- 
( liinv. It is .a young paiisli, heinK 
openi-ii ui< uiily tilteen years a^o. 
its (ii.st pastor selected the city of 
Ha-Chow as tlie most convenient 
center to work from. In the city 
he bought ground and built a house 
cliapel, i. e., upstairs serving as 
chapel, downstairs as priests' 
house. An outhouse was fixed up 
as the boys' school and a Chinese 
house was procured for the girls' 
.school. However, this good priest 
did not apparently expect Ha-Chow 
to develop, at least the ground of 
the mission would seem to Indicate 
that. It Is hetiimed in by a canal 
and stieets. Now we are i" trou- 
ble. We must enlarge cnir pienilses, 
but the site will not permit ex- 
tensions. We can not very well 
buy up streets and canals. Again 
we can not hope to make good here 
In this confined area, so we must 
move out. We shall have to pro- 
cure a new piece of land and on 
this land erect a complete new 
mission plant — obureh, ' schools, 
house, etc. Under present condi- 
tions that means an outlay ot from 
$8,000 to $10,000. A big sum, 
but surely not an Impossible sum! 
A new mission station at headquar- 
ters' is absolutely necessary. It 
will greatly increase the results of 
oin laliorM in the districts and It 
will also enable us to make prog- 
ress in the city. .\t present in the 
city we have to struggle against 
two large American Protestant mlB- 
•ions with their splendid building^ 
and large army of workers. We 
with our present miserable estab- 
Ushment can not successfully keep 
up the struggle. It help is not 
forthcoming we must go under. 
Note that the missions are Ameri- 
can, so surely American Catholics 
have a duty to h<Ap as. 

I would ask readers of this pa- 
per fo consider these facts, the 
necessity of the work and the good

-to save Heffernan from iiyury when 
the latter was traveling at random 
serving warrants as a county patrol- 
man. 

In a paid idvertisement just pre. 
vious to tho August primary Wood 
Axton charged In the Ijoulsvllle 
Herald lliat one or two men (mean- 
ing Chilton and .Searcy ) were try- 
ing to dominate the Republican 
party and said in big bold type. 
'Destroy the machine that Is de- 
stroying the Republican party." 
and advocated -Aba- «omlnatioB of 
Dover for Sheriff, Bomar for Jailer, 
Eisenmenger for County Clerk, 
Groves for Coroner and Wells for 
Bailiff. In ttie indictment of Ro.ss. 
the .successful Republican nominee 
for .Sheriff, the grand jury charged 
that Ross tore thirty-six ballots 
from the Republican ballot book on 
primary election day and voted 
thlrty-flve for himself and half tihat 
number for the other candidates 
opposed to Axton's choices. Thus 
far there has been no protest from 
Axton, nor the Louisville Herald, 
which publisiied Axton's advertise- 
ment, and one's curiosity is aroused 
aa to what method was used in per- 
suading Axlon to enroll under the 
haiiiier of "the machine that Is de- 
itroyiiii; tli.> Republican party." As 
lor the Herald, the verieat s<;boo) 
boy knows that its. policy, has been 
hypocritical from the first, and 
since the two guiding lights. Jonas 
and Ssgner, were forced to sat 
their words in the Cronan llbsl suit 
their sole motive now is revenge" 
for that mortification. 

The expose of Ross and the fail- 
ure of the Republicans to make 
their cl.iiiiis good in the purging of 
the registration ' has thrown a 
booiiieiang into tlie camp of the 
Repuiilicans and they are now fight- 
ing with their back to the wall to 
hold their own in the campaign. 
The drift to Cronan and the Demo- 
cratic ticket continues steadily and 
Democratic leaders predict that the 
ticket will receive nine-tenths of 
the Independent vote.

ment. For instance, a Mr. Yar- 
berry, one of the leading Republi- 
can orators, pans Loulsvills as a 
City to a frazzle, saying the old 
burg Is going back every minute 
and that no new factories are com- 
ing here ,etc., etc. This looks like 
a case for the Boosters' Club, but 
the mystery to many of Yar'berry's 
hearers Is that if he dislikes Louis- 
ville BO much after his short resi- 
dence here of four or five years, 
why doesn't he Uks advantage ot 
the many trains and boats leavlatr 
here dally. 

I The roar of indignation that went 
up from Democrats in this vicinity 
at the attempted undermining of 
the Democratic ticket by the Louis- 
ville Times cau.sed Editor Halde- 
man to carefully retrace his steps, 
Using the Hatzell-Hefleman brawl 
was but a flimsy excuse to criticize 
the whole Democratic party, and te 
make that attack because ot the de- 
feat of Oreene and Woodruff was 
less justifiable. Two facts stand 
out, Greene and Woodruff wers
